A total 3,561 students reg ister­ 
ed 
in 
P ickaw ay 
C ounty’s 
17 
schools during the first w'eek of 
the 1948-49 school year. 
This year’s figure falls 136 
short of last year’s total en­ 
rollment, which was 
recorded 
’4 at 3,690 last May. Attendance 
figures were expected to have 
increased during the sec o n d 
week, however, when harvests 
neared completion in the rural 
areae. 
Ashville school topped all oth­ 
ers in the county in enrollm ent, 
a total 407 students registering 
during the week. W alnut Town­ 
ship school w’as second in enroll­ 
m e n t with a total 385, and Scioto 


Township ranked third with 303. 
During the 
1947-48 Pickaw ay 
County school term , the average 
daily m em b ersh ip in c l a s s e s 
totalled 3,617 w'ith 158 teachers 
hired in grades one to 12 to con­ 
duct the educational program . 
These figures were released 
by George D. McDowell, coun­ 
ty superintendent of schools, in 
a report on the county admin­ 
istrative unit as a whole.

ZVEN su ch a dru g as penicillin, 
u su ally so safe u nder medical ad­ 
ministration, and su re in its action 
against gerrns, has its limitations 
and drawback s. 
We wou ld natu rally expect salves 
containing penicillin to be of great 
valu e in the treatment of sk in dis­ 
orders, becau ce in this way a high 
concentration of the dru ; can be ap­ 
plied directly to the site of the in­ 
fection. 
Penicillin Ointment 
In practice, however* we have 
fou nd that penicillin ointment is not 
always so u sefu l as we had hoped. 
In the first place, ceiTain stiains of 
germs which cau se sk in infections 
are resistant to penicillin. Even 
where they are not, the patient may 
develop an oversensitivity to the 
penicillin itself which mak es the 
prolonged treatment needed impos­ 
sible. 
On 
the other 
hand, penicillin 
ointment has been most valu able in 
cu ring certain sk in diseases where 
the infection is confined to the ou ter­ 
most layers of the sk in. 
One of these is k nown as impe­ 
tigo, an infection which produ ces 
blisters that break open and form 
cru sts. In one series of ca^es, 58 ou t 
of 60 patients were cu red in seven 
days by the u se of penicillin oint­ 
ment. In the two instances in which 
a cu re was not produ ced, the oint­ 
ment was improperly applied or not 
u sed long enou gh. Even here, how­ 
ever, the patient may become hyper­ 
sensitive to the ointment and its 
u se mu st be stopped. 
One ordinarily stu bborn sk in con­ 
dition is an infection of the roots 
of the hair or of the beard, k nown 
as sycosis vu rgaris. Of 15 patients 
treated with 
penicillin ointment, 
eight were reported cu red. 
Another sk in condition k nown as 


ecthym a 
produ ce» 
d eep -seated 
sores. This disorder may develop 
following impetigo. Boils or fu ru n­ 
cles do not respond to the local u sa 
of penicillin ointment. When a per­ 
son has a nu mber of boils, the in- 
jec’ion of penicillin into a mu scla 
seems to give a great deal of benefit. 


Another Sk in Diseas« 
Another sk in diseasa treated 1» 
one k nown as infectiou s eczematoid 
dermatitis. This is an inflammation 
of the sk in du e to the infection, to­ 
gether with some allergy. Of 10 
patients treated, five were cu red in 
abou t 30 days’ time. 
Penicillin ointment ha» also been 
u sed in secondary infection» fol­ 
lowing certain sk in condition» , st^h 
as seborrhea, dermatitis, ringworm, 
and acne. Improvement may be pro­ 
du ced in su ch case» in a few in­ 
stances. 
It wou ld seem, therefore, that the 
penicillin ointment is effective in 
cu ring impetigo, thu s preventing 
lesions of ecthyma from develop­ 
ing. It ia of no valu e in deeper in­ 
fections which do respond to the 
injection of penicillin. It ia eu g- 
gested that the penicillin ointment 
be discontinu ed after » even day» if 
there is no improvement.

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OPINION ON SEGREGATION 


A REPORT on racial segregation in the 
armed services, made to the secretary of 
defense by a group of Negro civilian lead­ 
ers, contains wise thought on the subject 
which should not be lost in the present con­ 
fusion. The report, a scholarly p i e r e of 
work, recot razes that segre gation a- a re­ 
sult of basic attitudes, which cannot be 
changed overnight by law or decree. 
The fact that basic attitudes are at t h e 
root of racial difficulties admits of no dis­ 
pute, yet it is too frequently forgotten in 
the heat of argument over discrimination 
anc! segregation. There are many individ­ 
uals, groups and organizations, in all sec­ 
tions of the country, which are trying to 
solve the complex racial problem. W h e n 
any of these forget that they are dealing 
with the attitudes of people, and begin to 
think that there are only laws and customs 
to be changed, they begin to aggrav a t e 
rather than help the situation. 
We hope that this particular report will 
not be buried in official files, nor lost in the 
labyrinth of Washington committee activ­ 
ities. It represents a moderate and clear- 
thinking approach which mi bt help us to 
see the racial problem in its prop r per­ 
spective when the political turmoil of this 
year has subsided.

The Paper Box Makers Union, Local 299, 
International Brotherhood of Pulp, Sulphite 
and Paper Mill Workers (AFL), published 
what is m eant to be a sarcastic advertise­ 
ment against the Taft-Hartley Act. I do not 
choose to read it in the tone of seriocom - 
cdy with which its authors gild it. Rather I 
prefer to take it seriously, which is perhaps 
not so pleasant for its authors. 


This is what they say to Senator T a f t 
and Congressman Hartley: 


“ We’re grateful to you because your law 
inspired such unanimity of conviction and 
brought out the true strength of our Union. 
It enabled us to overcome the vigorous and 
continuous opposition of m any em ployers 
in our industry to the establishment of an 
industry-wide HEALTH a n d W ELFARE 
FUND, for which our new contract p r o ­ 
vides. This Fund, paid for solely by o u r 
em ployers, will provide us with sickn e s s 
and disability aid, hospitalization, surgical 
care, life insurance and other benefits.” 


Quite so. It was under the Taft-Hartley 
Act that an election was held by the union 
and that 99*i percent of its m em bers voted 
for the union. There is nothing in the Taft- 
Hartley Act that discourages such action 
by union members; all that the Act re­ 
quires is that provision shall be m ade for 
an honest election in which the m em bers 
are not coerced by professional labor bar­ 
ons who have come to regard the labor un­ 
ions as their private businesses, if not as 
personal rackets. 
The Paper Box Makers, in their adver­ 
tisement, go further; 
“ 1.937 A great portion of the New York 
Paper Box Industry (unorganized) p a i d 
most of its workers $10 to $12, with a sub­ 
stantial number paying $6 to $8 a week. 


“ 1941 in over 50 percent of the industry 
(unorganized) the over-all average w a s 
$17 20. In union plants the over-all aver­ 
ah e was $22.40. 
“ 1948 WAGE increases under the new in­ 
dustry-wide agreement (95 percent organ­ 
ized), effective September I, will establish 
an over-all weekly average of about $47, 
plus a Welfare Plan, 8 paid holidays, and 
extended vacation provisions. 
“Our new agreement establishes m i n i - 
mum standards of $36 for semi-skilled, and 
grades up to $63 for skilled workers. Many 
workers are paid in varying sums above 
their required minimums, and in the higher 
brackets a fair number reach $75 to $85 a 
week. Peak wages reach as high as $100.” 


These increases, the 1948 ones, were ar-1 
ranged during the existence of the T a f t- 
Hartlev Act. Every item during the year 
1948 was arranged under the law which 
this advertisement means to t r e a t sar­ 
castically. Nothing in the law prevents un­ 
ions and employers from making such ar­ 
rangements, provided the negotiations do 
not degenerate into economic blackm a i l . 
The law does not oppose trade unionism; it 
does oppose economic blackmail. 
The Taft-Hartley Act is, as a matter of | 
objective fact, a greater protective to the 
w o r k in g man than the Wagner A c t , be- 
c rn o while it safeguards collective b a r - 
aining, it also protects the worker against 
exploitation of professional labor careerists 
and from such Communists as have invad­ 
ed the labor m ovem ent and who use it not 
rn the interest of the American worker but 
for such purposes at the Kremlin may de 
termine upon.

DIET AND HEALTH 
Penicillin in Ointment Form 


By HERMAN N BUNDESEN MD 


ZVEN such a drug ss penicillin, 
usually so safe under medical ad­ 
ministration, and mire in its action 
against germs, has its limitations 
and drawback!. 
We would naturally expect salves 
containing penicillin to be of great 
value in the treatment of skin dis­ 
orders, bccaure in this way a high 
concentration of ti e drt ; can be ap­ 
plied directly to the site of the in­ 
fection. 
Penicillin Ointment 
In practice, however, we have 
found that penicillin ointment is not 
always so useful as we had hoped. 
In the first place, certain stiains of 
germs which cause skin infections 
are resistant to penicillin. Even 
where they are not, the patient may 
develop an oversensitivity to the 
penicillin itself which mikes the 
prolonged treatment reeded impos­ 
sible. 
On the other 
hand, penicillin 
ointment has been most valuable in 
curing certain skin distases where 
the infection is confined to the outer­ 
most layers of the akin. 
One of these is known as Impe­ 
tigo, an infection which produces 
blisters that break open and form 
crusts. In one scries of ca*es, 58 out 
of 60 patients were cured in seven 
days by the use of penicillin oint­ 
ment. In the two instances in which 
a cure was not produced, the oint­ 
ment was improperly applied or not 
used long enough. Even here, how­ 
ever, the patient may become hyper­ 
sensitive to the ointment and its 
use must be stopped. 
One ordinarily stubborn skin con­ 
dition is an infection of the roots 
of the hair or of the beard, known 
as sycosis vurgnris. Of 15 patients 
treated with 
penicillin ointment, 
eight were reported cured. 
Another skin condition known as 


ecthyma produce* d e e p s e a te d 
sores This disorder may develop 
follow mg impetigo. Boils or furun­ 
cles do not respond to the local us# 
of penicillin ointment. When a per­ 
son has a number of boils, th# in­ 
jection of penicillin into a muscle 
seems to give a great deal of benefit. 
Another Skin Disease 
Another skin disease treated Is 
one kn wn as infectious eczematoid 
dermatitis. This is an inflammation 
of the skin due to the infection, to­ 
gether with some allergy. Of IO 
patients treated, five were cured in 
about 30 days* time. 
Penicillin ointment has also been 
Uf>ed in secondary infections fol­ 
lowing certain skin conditions, su. h 
as seborrhea, dermatitis, ringworm, 
and acne. Improvement may be pro­ 
duced in such eases in a few in­ 
stances. 
It would seem, therefore, that th# 
penicillin ointment is ejective in 
curing impetigo, thus preventing 
lesions of ecthyma from develop- 
if g. It ia of no value In deeper in­ 
fection* which do respond to tha 
injection of penicillin. It is sug- 
gested that the penicillin ointment 
be discontinued after seven days if 
there is no improvement.
